Barry Co. Proves Law Does Not Work Well. 
Too Expensive and Ineffective. ‘The’

Judged by its. workings in Barry 
county, we would say that the present 
primary ‘law creates ‘unnecessary 
expense, is cumbersome, ineffective, 
and utterly fails as a means of ‘letting 
the. people rule’ in. making party 
We will not go outside 
of Barry county to prove our claims. 
We are not partisan in our. criticisms, 
for the present statute. was passed. by a 
republican legislature and signed, by a 
democratic governor. | Responsibility 
for'the law must be shared by both 
parties. 

The Banner believes: in “Vetting the 
people rule,’:.and believes: they will 
generally make good choices where 


they have the opportunity to know the i 


candidates. But in the—case of state 
and national officers, they. cannot have 
that opportunity; aud even in county 
matters, knowledge of candidates is 
limited.
